AMERICANS CHARGED. 


With Possession of Arms. 


One ofthe most interesting arms 
cages to coma into Court of late, 
was that before Mr.J.R. Wood 
this morning, whea two, Ameri. 
cans, named Gordon Hussey and 
Chatles Beamer, lot. Assistant 
Engineer and Engineer Store 
Keeper. of the ss President 
Jackson respectively, were charg: 
ed with having in their possesssion 
two revolvars and 100 roonds of 
ammunition each. 
| ‘Thefacts of the case are theses 
On Saturday the ss. President 
Jackson arrived here from 
America and tied up slong- 
sido the No: 1 wharf at 
Kowloon. At about two o'clock, 
the two officers left the vessel, 
carrying overcoats ‘over their 
arms, and left the godown pre- 
mises by the, gate in Canton 
Road. As they were walking 
along. = packet of ammunition 
fell from one of the overcoat 
pockets and an Indian constable, 
who was closa by, went forward 
to pick the packet up and retary 
it to the men. The conterta of 
the packet Lad spilled and the 
constable -then discovered the 
ammunition. He asked one of 
tte men if the packet belonged 
to him, but ownership wasdenied. 
The constable, however, followed 
the men to the S:ar Ferry Wharf, 
where he met Sergeant Mason 
and told him of what be bad found, 
pointing out the men, who were 
absut to board the ferry bost, Ser- 
geant Mason then questioned tha 
ship's pidcers and they admitted 
that they had revolvers and am- 
munition in theirposie+sion. “te 
asked them to go back to the 
Godown Wharf with hin, whete 
he searched them and discovered 
that each man was carrying two 
brand new Smith-Weston revol- 
vars atd 1C0 rounds of ammani 
tion. -He took them tothe Water

INDUSTRIAL ‘PROBLEMS. 


The unrest which is at present 
apparent in every industrial 
country. in the worlt, East as 
well as West, was the subject of 
& most interesting and important 
discussion at Shanghai, recently 
The gathering was held under 
the auspices of the Employers’ 
Federation, at the Genera! 
_[Dbamber of Commerce. and the 
speaches largely centred on in- 


dustrial relationships. Dr. Shor- 
wood Fiddy opened with an 
admirable address, and was 


followed by s number of pro- 
minent employers, all of whom 
showed & manifest desise tc 
treat the workers fairly and to 
ensure for them decent working 
cocditions, Incidentally, Dr. 
Eddy spoke strongly in favour o! 
what ha terined’ “the British 
way "—oamely, the open safety 
valve, free speech, free press and 
freedom to state grievances— 
which he contrasted with “the 
Russian way "—force and rapres- 
sion, which inevitably lead to 
revolution. 

A point in the discussion of 
special intereat to Hongkong was 
the question of the employment 
of young children. Mr..C. W. 
Beswick, who speke for the 
cotton millowners, stated that 
during the past twenty years 
repeated efforts bad been made 
to keep young children out of 
the mills, bet the parents and 
the children most strenuously 
protested, and the scheme had 
proved abortive. A Japanese 
employer sdded that children as 
young as four years old often 
applied for admission in the 
mills. These statements “are 
illuminating insofar- as they 
show that the evil of child 
labour does not lie so- much at 
the door of the employer as at 
that of the parents and the 
children themselves. Tho root 
cause, of course, is poverty, and 
until that is dealt with we can 
foresee endless trouble arising 
from the ban against the employ- 
ment of juveniles, : 

The “Children’s Charter” is 
to come into force in Hongkong 
in the new _year, but what is to 
be done with the juveniles at 

present employed in industry 
I|here we cannot see, That will 
be the real trouble point.. Ail the 
same, a beginning bas to be made 
‘in tackling this problem, and we 
are trusting that, with the pro- 
mise of financial eid by the 
‘|Government, and beneficial 
activity by charitably organisa- 
tions, some scheme will’ be 
devised which. will prevent 1 
worthily-inspired piece of legiala- 
tién rebounding with harmful

Removal of Rubbish. 

Despite its advance in many 
other  direstions, Hongkong 
dees not enforee the laws 
for tha collection and removal 
of the city’s refuse. Rubbish 
is often damped on the sidewalk 
ia the earty hours of the morning 
by householders in the vicinity of 
the recognised spot for dumping, 
and presently the sanitary men 
come along and collect the refuse 
in their cart. The evila arising 
from this system of rubbish dumps 
within residential aceas, we xould 
bave thought would  bave 
beea realised here tong azo. 


“WWhen the heaps of rubbish are 


awaiting removal, every puff of 
wind is distributing the smaller 
particles and dust ovor the neigh- 
bourhood. A few million germs 
are thusassisted to spread F.cther 
afie'd. Flies come by the scoze 
and settle on the putrefring 
portions of the refuse, and 
Jater settle . elsewhere in 
the nearby houses—prohably 
on somebody's food. When 
the sanitary’ men remove the 
rubbish, they are almost certain to 
leave portions behind, including 
amatler portions which some stray 
dog might have kicked into the 
gutter in the course of an investi- 
gation of thedump. These open 
heaps of refuse, in short, are bad 
for the city’s health. 


Use of Metal Bins. 


The remedy for this unsatis- 
factory method of refuse-collect- 
ing is a simple one, and not vers 
costly. Is consists merely of 
baviog big iron bins, preferably 
with fairly c¢lose-fitting covers, 
placed atcollaction centres. There 
iz, wo beleve,a bye law requir. 
ing thatrefuse badumped in these 
bins only, but it is not at all 
rigidly enforced. Notices, dis 
tributed among the Chinese, and 
poblished in the. papers, p'us 
freque nt prosgcutions, should soon 
secure obsep<atve Jaf the rule. 
Poricdioz}. Wa Toot of these 
bias with dptefectant. would 
ensure healthy ¢Qaditions. Their 
use would avald the aécidental or 
deliberate cieper#al ofthe refuse. 
and, in very rainy weather, would 
prevent the distributign of germ- 
laden waver. through the gutters 
and over the roadway near the 
dump In writing on thia subject 
we have in mind a refuse bh ap 
within an important residential 
area of the city, and less .thaa 
fifty yards from done of the chief 
sources of the. Colony’s food 
supply. In hot-weather one is 
aopleasantly reminded of the 
presence of this dump,
